Cambodians Quit Two 
Key Posts Near Capital 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia 
(AP) — The Cambodian arm y 
abandoned two key positions to­ 
day five miles northeast and 12 
miles west of Phnom Penh after 
heavy shelling and ground 
attacks, military sources and 
field reports said 
Government troops fled from 
Tuol lyeap, 12 miles west of the 
Cambodian capital, and Prek 
Duong, five miles northeast of 
the city on the other side of the 
Mekong river. 
Both positions have been iso­ 
lated for months. But military 
analysts said the fall of Tuol 
Leap opened the way for the 
Khmer 
Rouge insurgents to 
push closer to Phnom Penh’s 
airport, west of the city, where 
a U.S. airlift is delivering the 
only sizable shipments of a m ­ 
munition and rice to reach the 
besieged city. 
Field reports said the rebels 
also attacked three besieged 
outposts 
15 m iles w est of 


Phnom Penh 
Rocket and artillery attacks 
on Phnom Penh and the airport 
dropped off slightly, with 12 
rounds fired during the night.

lower 1975 taxes through lower 
w ithholding ra te s beginning 
May I. The lower rates would 
reflect these changes: 
—The minimum standard de­ 
duction. also known as the low- 
income allowance, would in­ 
crease from $1,300 to $1,900 for 
singles and $2,500 for couples 
tiling a joint return. 
—The 
standard 
deduction, 
which is used by taxpayers who 
do not itemize their deductions. 
would increase from 15 per cent 
to 16 per cent of gross incomt

Influence' Money Is Still Flowing 


A poll taken in Ohio last year may serve to 
illustrate the divided thinking of Americans over 
the question of abortion, surely one of the most 
painful controversies ever to rend society and 
one oi the least susceptible to rational debate. 
A survey of 623 persons by Ohio Poll, an 
organization financed by newspapers in the 
state, found that 70 per cent of those surveyed 
favored a mandatory death penalty, with no 
judicial discretion to reduce the penalty. 
Only 44 per cent of those polled said they 
favored a law permitting doctors to end the lives 
of hopelessly ill patients, even at the request of 
the patient or his family. 
Among older people, the percentage sup­ 
porting the death penalty rose to 80 per cent for 
thase over 65. Only 41 per cent in this age group 
favored euthanasia. Not surprisingly, the young, 
who 
are 
the 
least 
likely 
candidates 
for 
euthanasia, favored it the most and were most 
opposed to the death penalty. 
C atholics and Protestants generally favored 
-the death penalty while oppasing euthanasia, but 
Jews who might be expected to have the most 
.serious reservations about “mercy killing.” 
overw helm ingly supported both the death 
penalty i72 per cent) and euthanasia (76 per 
-cent). 
The poll did not deal with the question of 
abortion, but its results may not be entirely 
irrelevant in view of the claim by “right to life” 
spokesmen that the legalization of abortion will 
inevitably lead to eugenic laws disposing, first, 
of the dying, then the merely old, then the 
retarded or insane and ultimately political 
malcontents or anyone else societv wishes to be 
rid of. 
It is significant that while the Ohio poll in­ 
dicates that most Americans favor the death 
penalty, no one warns that the legal execution of 
murderers will inevitably lead to the execution 
of burglars and bank robbers and eventually all 


classes ot lawbreakers. 
The history of capital punishment has, in fact, 
been just the opposite. Once scores of criminals, 
not all ol them guilty of capital offenses, were 
put to death in this country each year. Yet long 
before the Supreme Court’s 1972 ruling that, as 
customarily applied, the death penalty con­ 
stituted cruel and unusual punishment, it had 
been virtually abolished in practice. Despite the 
fact that many states have since restored it to 
their books, capital punishment remains in 
disuse. 
At the sam e time, history provides at least one 
exam ple ol a society whose politics and ideology 
did not permit abortion, yet which carried the 
elimination of the socially or racially “unfit” to 
such horrifying extrem es that it has left a per­ 
manent scar on the consciouness of mankind. 
This was Nazi Germany. 
As stated before, the abortion controversy is 
not susceptible to rational debate. No amount of 
court decisions will settle it in the minds of those 
who fee! intensely about it, on one side or the 
other. No amount of testimony from doctors or 
biologists 
can 
possibly 
determine 
to 
the 
satisfaction of everyone when human life begins, 
any more than medical experts are agreed at 
what point life may be said to be at an end. 
We all acknowledge, however, that human life 
exists following birth. The fact that our society 
has never condoned infanticide or the in­ 
discriminate execution of lawbreakers or the 
arbitrary killing of the terminally ill suggests 
that the only thing that need be inevitable is that 
which we, by our conscious and collective choice, 
permit to be inevitable. (Even in Germany, 
public outcry forced the Nazis to abandon their 
program of eliminating the mentally deficient.) 
The abortion question is difficult and divisive 
enough without being confused by extraneous 
arguments w hich only heat up our passions more 
than they are already. 
Who's To Follow? 
The Founding F'athers decided nearly 200 
years ago that they wanted no part of the British 
torm of government, in which all power belongs 
to Parliament. They opted instead for a system 
of legislative, executive and judicial checks and 
balances. 
Ever since 
then, especially 
in times 
of 
governmental crisis like Watergate, Americans 
have wondered if they did the right thing. 
The British system has never been more at­ 
tractive than it is at present in the person of 
Margaret Thatcher, newly 
elevated to the 
leadership of her party, the Conservatives. As 
every news account pointed out. Mrs. Thatcher 
may well become Britain’s first woman prime 
minister should the Conservatives defeat the 
Labour party in the next general election, which 
could be called at any time between now and the 
next five years. 
This is because, of course, the British do not 
elect a prime minister separately, as we elect a 
President. They vote for members of Parliament 
and the party winning the majority of seats 
g e’ects (he prime minister. 


Not only does the party out of power have a 
“shadow cabinet" of officials ready to take over 
but a shadow prime minister as well — the 
party's leader, who is also a 
member of 
Parliament. 
Thus there is little of the uncertainty that 
attends our politics and our elections, none of the 
hoopla of quadrennial nominating conventions 
and seldom the phenomenon of the “dark horse” 
who suddenly em erges when a party cannot 
agree on a standard bearer. 
In most cases, the British voter knows long in 
advance who the next prime minister will be 
should the ruling party be unseated and what his 
— or her — program will be. Little wonder that 
they can limit their election campaigns to a short 
six weeks. 
As noted, Britons may have up to five years to 
get used to the idea of a woman prime minister. 
It can’t help but start Americans thinking 
seriously about the sam e thing.

WASHINGTON — The auto­ 
mobile companies, who have 
had a tough time selling cars 
this year, have blamed every­ 
body for bad business but them­ 
selves. 
There has been an airlift of 
Detroit executives coming to 
Washington and testifying that 
the reason they’ve had such a 
bad year was because of anti- 
pollution d ev ic es, stronger 
bumpers and safety features 
that raised the price of the car 
to a point where Americans 
cpuldn't afford it. They have 
assured Washington that if they 
can just do away with all the 
safety equipment on their cars 
Americans would rush out to 
the showrooms and buy up 
everything they made. 
HORACE ZI.NKEL, who de­ 
veloped the Accordion Hatch­ 
back (it looks like an accordion 
when it hits another car) is one 
of the strongest advocates of 
easing up on government safety 
regulations. 
After testifying in front of 
Congress he granted me an in­ 
terview 
“Heaven knows, Accordion 
Motors is for safety,” he said. 
“But we have to think of other 
things, too. like weight and 
m ileage.

the 
American people the best car 
that money can buy for $2,500 if 
Washington would just get off 
our backs.” 
“You could produce a car for 
$2,500?" I asked.

Then the government insisted 
they had to be on all cars. Why 
should people who don’t want 
windshield wipers have to pay 
for them?” 
“There don’t seem to be any 
windows.” 
“You don’t need windows on 


a good car. Our engineers dis­ 
covered they could save 100 
pounds by doing away with win­ 
dows. Actually, if you eliminate 
windows from a car you don’t 
need doors, which allows you a 
bonus in weight reduction of 500 
pounds. Translated into gaso­ 
line consumption, a- doorless 
automobile will give you 1.5 
more miles to the gallon.” 


-YOU STILL HAVE seats,”

collected until 1862. Congress 
passed the individual tax law to 
help the Union government pay 
for the cost of the Civil War. 
The tax ended in 1872. but in the 
20 years follow ing, 66 separate 
bills were introduced to estab­ 
lish a peacetime federal income 
tax of one sort or another. 
Finally, in 
1894. 
Congress 
passed another income tax law 
patterned after the Civil War 
tax legislation. Although the 
Supreme Court had declared 
this legislation constitutional in 
1880, the new tax proposal was 
declared unconstitutional in 
1894. 
The Court decision was based 
on a statement in the Constitu­ 
tion requiring that any tax 
levied directly on individuals 
must be levied in proportion to 
a state's population. 
In other words, people in 
more populated states had to 
pay more 
than 
those 
from 
states with fewer people. 
Finding it difficult to levy an 
income tax that was constitu­ 
tional, legislators began to talk 
about amending the Constitu­ 
tion as a way to elim inate the 
problem. 
T H I S, IN 1913, the Sixteenth 
Amendment gave Congress the 
authority " ... to lay and collect 
taxes 
on 
incom es, 
from 
w hatever sources 
derived, 
without apportionment among 
the several states, and without 
regard to any census for 
enumeration.” 
While the income tax laws 
have changed many times since

The basics schools are just 
what they say they are: the 
three Rs, report cards and dis­ 
cipline. The emphasis is on 
teaching educational skills; 
homework is required and 
checked

achieve­ 
m ent, m anners and moral 
training among their goals: 
honor rolls, dress codes and lin­ 
ing up quietly for class - 
There are no more than a 
dozen basics schools, opened or 
planned, but they incorporate 
trends that may have broad im- 
plications 
for 
A m erican 
schools: what is taught and who 
makes that decision. Similar 
•programs already are being 
offered as alternatives within 
new , multiapproach schools in 
some other districts 
Most of the basics schools are 
in suburban school districts, of­ 
ten ones that went furthest with 
the “open” education of recent 
years. In spirit and practice, 
they stand in opposition. 
“When we 
teach children 
about the westward movement 
in American history, we don’t 
have them spend two weeks 
building a covered wagon,” “ 
Wallace ( ’lark, principal of the 
Hoover FJementary School in 
Palo Alto, Calif., said recently. 
The Hoover school is Palo 


Alto's 
“ m ore 
stru ctured ’’ 
school 'Parents had asked for a 
three Rs School.) Its priorities 
are stated succinctly: 
“The 
majority of the school* dav will 
be devoted to the teaching of 
reading, writing, spelling, lan­ 
guage and arithm etic.” 
Specific learning goals are 
spelled out for each grade at the 
beginning of the school year. 
There are regular tests, weekly 
reports to parents and quar­ 
terly report cards, graded A to 
F. 


R ules for Hoover School 
pupils are laid down in two 
pages of standards They are to 
line up quickly before class, eat 
at assigned tables in the lunch 
room and say good morning to 
the principal and other adults 
There is no corporal punish 
ment, but children do stay after 
school 
if assign m en ts are 
missed or rules broken 
Basics schools now have been 
estab lish ed or planned by 
school districts in California, 
Colorado, Maryland and North 
Carolina No one is saying they 
are the wave of the future, but 
there will probably be more 
“ I think any child could func­ 
tion well in our setup, but I 
don’t think every child neces­ 
sarily has to be here,” said 
Paul Rold 
He is prmeqial of 
two 
fundam ental 
schools 
opened last fall in the suburbs 
west ot Denver by the Jefferson 
County public school system 
There are highly motivated 
children who do well in an open 
classroom setting, said Rold 
“But every child can't go out

more structured presentation 
of the facts and a teacher that is 
going to point out a few things 
he should be looking for.”

Most are in school districts that 
already had established “open” 
alternative schools. These dis­ 
tricts now are being asked by 
some parents to provide an al 
ternative at the other end of the 
spectrum. 
They 
don’t 
have 
much choice. 
“When you begin to offer al­ 
ternatives, you open the door to 
whatever alternatives people 
think they would like,” said 
Harold Santee, superintendent 
of schools in Palo Alto. "If they 
have 
educational 
soundness, 
then you must treat 
people 
equally.” 
Many educators have greeted 
the basics schools with less 
than outright glee. The concern 
they express is that the basics 
schools, and the back-to-basics 
movement itself, might signal a 
return to a type of education 
that 
they 
feel 
stifled

thusiasm and limited learning

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Kiwanis Has 
Saxons Long Identified Aided Lisbon 


The oldest Saxon Society in 
the United States, the Salem 
First 
Transylvania 
Saxon 
Society, Branch 19 of the 
Alliance 
of 
Transylvanian 
Saxons, is also one of the oldest 
and 
largest 
ethnic 
organizations in the city. 
It was a group of 15 im­ 
migrant Transylvanian Saxons 
who gathered back in 1891 to 
organize 
the 
First 
Tran­ 
sylvanian Saxon Sick Benefit 
Society, to help one another in 
times of need and to keep up the 
Saxon traditions 
The first 
officers of that initial group 
were John Alzner, president; 
Johann Geltch, 
secretary; 
George Schuster, financial 
secretary; 
and 
trustees. 
Johann Radel, George Angert 
and Johann Both 
As other Saxons m; J e the 
voyage from Transylvania to 
America, the Salem group 
grew, and other cities in Ohio 
and Pennsylvania soon founded 
their own chapters. In 1902 a 
Grand Lodge of these groups 
was organized, but the Salem 
Saxons did not immediately 
join 
THK SAXON home on Rail­ 
road St. was built in 1905, and a 
year later a small group in the 
organization which had tried 
unsuccessfully to affiliate with 
the Grand Lodge, formed a 
second Saxon Society in Salem, 
the Jugendbund Sick Benefit 
Society, Branch 19 of the 
Central Verband, with M B. 
Krauss as its first president, 
Michael 
Schneider 
as 
secretary, and Mathias Buch- 
felner as treasurer. 
Rivalry between the groups 
created greater activities in 
each, as membership grew, but 
at the beginning of World War I, 
discussion of ways of uniting 
the two groups began when it 
became apparent to both that 
they could better withstand the 
animosity which existed at that 
time towards 
things. 
“ Ger­ 
man." is they could lessen ill 
feeling 
between 
themselves. 
Thus it was that in 1917 the 
two groups joined under the 
name 
of 
the 
First 
Tran­ 
sylvanian Saxon Society of the 
United States. Branch 1*9 of the 
Central Verband. 
In 1920, both ladies societies 
of the Saxon groups also united 
as the men had done. The first 
Auxiliary had been founded in 
1909. 
DURING THIS period the 


Salem Community 


C lub established the Children’s 
and Old Folk’s Home in Salem, 
which housed more than 30 
children at some periods, and 
which served as the site for 
festivals often attended by 
thousands of Saxons from all 
parts of the country. 
When the Central Verband 
turned that home over to 
Branch 19. most of the land was 
sold, with the exception of 30 
acres The large dance hall was 
moved to this area, which 
finally became the site of the 
Saxon Country Club. 
In 1958 construction was 
begun on the Saxon Lanes, 
which were completed a year 
later, and the club’s new home 
was finished just five ytars 
ago. in 1970. 
All of these facilities serve 
close to 1,000 Transylvanian 
Saxons and their families The 
club itself has 350 members, 
while the Women’s Auxiliary 
boasts 3&5 members and the 
juvenile organization, founded 
in 1927. has a membership of 
320. 
The contributions to the 
community by the Saxon Club 
have been 
many, 
including 
donations to various civic 
organizations, 
support 
of a 
national scholarship for a 
member, the Saxons were one 
of the first groups to work with 
the Soap Box Derby when it was 
held in Salem. They were also 
one of the largest contributors 
to the Centennial Park Pool 
when it was constructed in the 
early 1950’s The club sponsors 
an annual 
Veteran’s 
Day 
banquet. 
The club’s 
home on S. 
Broadway was turned over to 
the 
American 
Lutheran 
Church, still with a small-debt 
against it, and the land later 
served as the site for a new 
church, Emmanuel Lutheran, 
the cornerstone for which was 
laid in 1928.

LISBON — Aiding the blind 
and encouraging sight con­ 
servation has been a major goal 
of the Lions International since 
Helen Keller challenged them 
in 1925 to become “ Knights of 
the blind in the crusade against 
darkness.’’ 
In the *19 years since its 
f ounding, the Lisbon Lions Club 
lias put its energy into helping 
fulfill that objective, as well as 
many other projects of merit. 
The Lions donate each year to 
Ohio Eye Research, which 
collects a total of about $100,000 
annually for such scientific 
work, and also supports the 
Pilot Eye Association of Ohio, 
which trains dogs for the 
sightless. Lisbon Lions belong 
to the Melvin E. Jones. Eye 
Bank, which transfers eyes 
donated upon death to a person 
in need of an eye transplant. 
LOCALLY, the Lions have 
furnished glasses and eye 
operations to the needy. 
But sight is ust one of many 
causes the Lisbon chapter has 
taken under its wing. A Boy 
Scout Troop is sponsored at the 
Robert Bycroft School, and an 
annual Easter egg hunt, 
is 
sponsored. 
A ballfield is presently under 
construction in Lisbon under 
Lion sponsorship 
A pledge of $1,(MK) was made 
to Boy Scout Camp McKinley in 
1974 
Perhaps the club’s most 
impressive project began in 
1962, with establishment of the 
Lions Clearing House, which 
accepts donations from in­ 
dividuals

distributes food and gifts to 
needy

more than 300 persons in more 
than 80 families.

headquarters in Ravenna noted 
that the level of financing and 
the future 
of 
the 
recently 
proposed $1.6 billion bond issue 
for 
transportation 
im ­ 
provements 
would 
have 
an 
effect on several projects. 
District 11 Deputy Director 
George C. Nelms said that a 
priority list has been submitted 
to the Department's Columbus 
office 'for a 1975 resurfacing 
program. 
IN C L U D E D IN this program, 
if approved by 
officials 
in 
Columbus, 
would 
be 
resur­ 
facing of old State Route 45 in 
Salem. 
This would call for resur­ 
facing South Lincoln Ave. from 
the south corporation line to 
Franklin Ave and N, Ellsworth 
Ave from State St. to the Salem 
north corporation line. 
Downtown Salem streets are 
being done as the result of re­ 
routing U.S. Route 62 and State 
Route 45 over the new Bypass. 
Route 62 and 45 signs will be 
removed from State St. and N. 
Lincoln Ave. Signs will be 
placed denoting the extension 
of S.R. 9 over State St. and N. 
Lincoln Ave. to the bypass and 
the extension of S R. 558 on S. 
Lincoln Ave. from Franklin to 
East State.

14-A, northwest of Salem, east 
to the Salem Bypass.

New Bypass 
Eases Traffic 


One notable accomplishment 
for Salem area leaders in 1974 
was 
the 
completion 
and 
opening of a new three-mile 
segment of the Rt 45-62 bypass 
to the north and west of the city. 
The bypass was opened to 
traffic from Benton Rd. < Rt 14- 
A> to existing Rt 62 (Albany 
Rd.) in early November. The 
work was done by the Joseph 
Bucheit Construction Co. of 
Youngstown. 
which 
was 
awarded the $2.4 million con­ 
tract in 1972. 
Except for stop signs at the 
intersections with other routes 
along the bypass, 
it offers 
through traffic on Rt. 45 north 
and south and Rt. 62 north and 
southwest around Salem. 
THE NEW route also gives 
drivers the chance to bypass 
city traffic when they are ap­ 
proaching Salem on Rt. 45 
southbound and wish to proceed 
on Rt 62 toward Alliance; on 
Rt. 62 heading east when 


planning to proceed on Rt. 45 
toward Warren; on Rt. 9 and 
Georgetown Rd. when heading 
north on Rt.45and Rt. 62 and on 
Rt. 45 and Rt 62 southbound 
when heading on Rt. 9 and 
Georgetown 
Rd.; 
and 
on 
Benton Rd. when proceeding 
north on lit. 45 and Rt. 62 
toward Canfield. 
Eight stop signs, seven of 
them permanent, are pasted at 
bypass 
intersections 
with 
Benton,Rd.. Goshen Rd., Rt. 45 
north, and Rt. 62 north. 
However, a driver who uses 
the bypass when proceeding 
north on Rt. 62 from Alliance 
toward Youngstown will miss 
red lights and traffic at at least 
eight intersections in Salem. 
A driver approaching Salem 
on Rt 45 from the south will 
miss at least seven red lights if 
he uses the bypass instead of 
going through the city to 
proceed north toward Warren 
on Rt. 45. 


Year-round Activities Here 
Parks, Recreation 
In Capable Hands 


Salemites seldom lack for a 
variety of activities to fill their 
leisure time, with the Park 
Commission on the job direc­ 
ting the Parks and Recreation 
Department of the city. 
The Parks and Recreation 
Department is responsible for 
maintenance and lmproverqent 
of the four parks in the city, and 
the picnic and fishing area at 
the Salem 
Reservoir and 
Eagleton's Glen. Three hun­ 
dred and thirty-nine acres are. 
under their jurisdiction. 
AT 
THESE 
parks, 
the 
department cares for six ball 
fields, a swimming pool, three 
tennis courts, a basketball 
court, eight pavilions, five 
playground equipment areas, 
along with the wading pool at 
Southeast 
School 
and 
the 
baseball field at Buckeye 
School.

To see that these facilities do 
not go unused, the department 
sponsors softball, basketball, 
and volley ball leagues, and 
also offers tumbling, dancing 
lessons, and senior citizens 
programs. They cooperate with

Baseball and football programs 
in the city. 
A variety of programs, too 
numerous to list completely, 
from music to self-defense to 
craft classes are available at 
the Memorial Building on a 
year-round basis.

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he above lines summoned women to the heart of oppor­ 
tunity country in 1850. They announced the W omen's Rights 
Convention to be held in April at Salem, Ohio. 1 he convention 
marked not only the first suffrage meeting in Ohio, but the first 
public meeting in the United States that only women were per­ 
mitted to voice opinions. 
On April 19 the convention was called to order by its president, 
Betsy Cowles. The two-day convention would yield 23 resolu­ 
tions calling for the revisions of oppressive laws. The size of the 
convention, which forced the second day of meetings to be 
moved from the Second Baptist Church to the larger Friends 
Meeting House, presented a show of strength for the suffrage 
movement. 
Some of the resolutions passed by the convention dealt with 
specific points of woman suffrage. Others were of a more general 
nature passed as a reminder that women are indeed created 
equal. One such resolution read: “ All rights are human rights, 
and pertain to human beings, regardless of sex." 
While women were making national history and proving that 
Columbiana County was opportunity country, Zadok Street was 
helping opportunity country grow. Four years earlier Street had 
made history by founding Salem's first public bank, I he Farmers 
Bank of Salem. 


In February of 1846, Street had founded the bank using his 
store as the bank's first quarters. While Street was the prime 
mover in founding the bank. Simeon Jennings was chosen as 
the bank's first president. Jennings, who operated a private 
banking business in his own home, is recognized as our 
first banker. 


Since 1846 Farmers Bank has become Farmers National 
Bank of Salem. We've grown from our original assets of $ 100,000 
to over $63 million. From our humble beginnings in Zadok 
Street's store, we have grown to seven offices and one drive-in 
location serving all of Columbiana County.

Coal Bright ens Salem Tool Company’s Future 
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Those who have preached 
gloom and doom about this 
nation’s energy situation have 
done so without talking with 
officials of The Salem Tool 
Company.

there. It will step down in­ 
coming 138.000-volt power to 
69,000 volts and 12.000 volts for 
subsequent transmission and 
distribution in the area. 


This year's share of the $2.2 
million Pidgeon Road project 
will require the expenditure of 
a p p ro x im a te ly 
$559,000. 
Associated construction and 
rebuilding 
of 
lower 
voltage 
lines will provide for greater 
electrical capacity both in 
Salem and in the surrounding 
rural area. 


Important to power supply on 
a regional basis are two 345,000- 
volt transmission lines being 
built 
through 
Columbiana 
County, joining substations in 
Trumbull and Portage Counties 
with a station near Mansfield. 
These high voltage lines will 
become part of the backbone 
transmission network that joins 
power plants and regional 
substations. The cost of the 
lines will be approximately $17 
million, 
of 
which 
about 
$7 
million will be spent in 1975. 


BECK SAID that Ohio Edison 
began an intensified austerity 
program in September of last 
year with a company policy 
that calls 
for cutting back 
severely on all activities not 
essential to immediate day-to- 
day operations, including such 
things as employe overtime, 
certain periodic maintenance 
and tree trimming. 


Also in September, Edison 
and neighboring companies 
participating in 
the Central 
Area 
Pow er 
Coordination 
Group, a power development 
organization, announced delays 
in the construction of several 
new generating units — as all of

K Stam ets 
Co. property in the year 1877 by 
Adam, Aaron, and Sylvester 
H a rro ld for g e n e ra l re p a ir 
work under the nam e of ‘‘A. 
Harrold & B ros." 
In 1879 the shop w as enlarged 
and

employing eight men. A few 
y ears later part of the Valley 
Forge Machine Shop burned 
down.

The abundance and variety of 
fish . . . northern pike, crap- 
pies, bluegills and bass . . . are 
just two of the reasons people 
enjoy the park’s recreation and 
vacation facilities. 
BOATS WITH up to 10 hor­ 
sepower motors are permitted 
on Guilford Lake. Robert Book­ 
man, the park manager, ex­ 
plains that boat launching 
ramps and parking areas are 
conveniently 
located 
around 
the lake, and that boats can be 
rented nearby at a privately- 
owned marina. 
Swimmers can enjoy a 600- 
foot beach. 
Facilities at the beach in­ 
clude private change booths, 
restrooms, and a large parking 
area. 
Crosser’s Corners is one of 
the more popular places at 
Guilford Lake State Park. It’s a 
large wooded picnic area right 
next to the beach. The picnic 
areas and the shelter house are 
located along the lake’s nine- 
mile shoreline. 
There are 150 picnic tables 
along the park roads for the 
convenience of fishing en­ 
thusiasts and travelers. Fifteen 
barbecue grills are in the picnic 
areas. 
On busy w eekends at Guilford 
Lake, campers seldom have 
difficulty 
locating the 
park 
manager His trailer becomes a 
combination 
office 
and 
residence on one of the park’s 
85 Class “ B ” campsites. 
All 
park 
campsites 
are 
sheltered by pine plantations 
and are close to the lake. Last 
year, a children’s play area and 
a mini fishing dock extending 
over two feet of water were 
added near the campsites. 
G U ILFO R D 
L A K E 
was 
originally 
constructed 
as 
a 
reservoir for the Sandy and 
Beaver Canal in 1834. Through 
a swampy section of land w here 
the park is now located, the 
canal company established a 
section of road which became 
known as Gill’s Ford. 
The town of Gillford was 
plotted nearby and continued to 
expand even after the canal 
was abandoned. In 1874 when 
the Grange was chartered, the 
name 
was

misspelled Guilford Rather 
than

the charter by 
correcting it. themisspelled 
name was used and is still 
retained.

the park. In mid-January, a 
camping club from Salem, has 
a winter campout, regardless of 
the rain or snow. 
Another 
camping club from the area 
celebrates 
the 
Christmas 
season with a three-day camp­ 
out. 
WHEN THE LA K E freezes, 
many of the area residents 
enjoy building bonfires at the 
park, and skating across the 
lake’s glassy surface. Flans to 
light the north bay of the lake 
for ice skating this winter are 
currently under discussion. 
Regardless of the season, 
sports 
enthusiasts 
and 
vacationers can find variety at 
Guilford Lake State Park Two 
public golf courses, a nine-hole 
and an 
18-hole course, are 
located within three-quarters of 
a 
mile 
from

Restaurants and general stores 


are also nearby. 
Boat and

can be purchased from the park 
office. The office, open from 8 
a.m.

Mullins Plant 
May Change Hands

WHEN THE early village of 
Salem grew to need carpenters, 
cabinet-makers, 
blacksmiths, 
tanners, 
tailors, 
hatters, 
shoemakers, etc., persons who 
had already some knowledge in 
these crafts opened shops and 
places of business and in time 
required 
apprentices 
and 
helpers. Boys were then ‘in­ 
dentured’ or bound out’ usually 
until they were 21. and in many 
cases girls until they were 18 
years of age. 


Despite a clouded future, the 
Mullins Manufacturing Corp. is 
maintaining operations today 
and remains one of Salem's 
steady employers. 
One of the oldest local in­ 
dustries, the firm has been 
adversely affected by the 
bankruptcy of its parent firm, 
Leader Industries. Inc., and 
slowdowns in the home building 
and automobile businesses. 
But Mullins’ officials have 
indicated they plan to stay in 
operation and are hopeful about 
the future after the plant is sold 
to a new party. Negotiations 
are underway now in Detroit 
for the sale of the firm by its 
receiver, Atty. Denis Bracken. 
W. II. M ULLINS bought an 
interest in the Kittredge Cor­ 
nice works here back in 1872 
and 10 years later the firm was 
reorganized as Bakewell and 
Mullins, makers of sheet-metal 
statuary and cornice work. In 
1890, Mullins bought Bakewell's 
interest and 
the company 
bacame known as the W. H. 
Mullins Co. 
The name was changed in 
1910 to Mullins Bod> Corp. and 
in 
1927 
it 
became 
Mullins 
Manufacturing Co. At an early 
period the company began 
manufacturing such items as 
steel boats, auto parts, and auto 
bodies, 
steeling 
washing 
machine 
tubs, 
and 
steel 
refrigerator evaporators. In 
1931 Mullins began production 
of the first porcelain-on-steel 
sink tops 
The firm merged in 1937 w ith 
Youngstown Pressed Steel and 
began 
to 
concentrate 
on 
making kitchen equipment. 
During World War II Mullins 
produced shells and other 
military supplies and alter the 
war 
manufacturers 
and 
distribution of steel kitchens in 
pastel shades was featured 
Mullins 
was 
owned 
by 
American Standard Corp. trorii 
1956 to 1962 when a group 
headed 
by 
Robert 
Potter 
purchased

Pioneer Here 


On Feb. 16, 1846. the work of 
Zadok Street 
materialized 
when a charter was granted to 
the Farmers Bank of Salem. 
I he 
bank, 
organized 
as 
a 
branch of the State Rank of 
Ohio, was Salem’s first public 
bank. 
Street was the prime mover 
in the organization and the first 
quarters of the bank were in his 
store on Broadway 


W H ILE ST R EET was the 
prime mover, Simeon Jennings 
was the bank’s first president 
and the town's first banker. 
Before becoming president he 
had conducted a small private 
; banking business in his own 
home. 
In 
hardly 
more than 
a 
"decade, the quarters in Zadok 
Street’s 
store 
became 
-inadequate and it was decided 
to provide the institution with a 
home of its own. In 1857 a new 
building was erected at a site 
’ two doors east of the present 
hutiHi^r. T'li« Holding served 


as the bank’s home until 1946. 
With the passing of the 
National Bank Act of 1863, the 
Bank directors decided that it 
would be in the best interest of 
the community for the bank to 
be chartered by the United 
States Government. On April 1, 
1865, 
the 
Farm ers 
Bank 
became The Farmers National 
Bank. 


IN 
IJM6 Farmers National 
moved into its present home to 
celebrate the bank’s 100th 
anniversary.

For Relaxation, Take Trip to Beaver Creek Park 
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A wild scenic river flows 
through mountain foothills and 
valley glens 
A water wheel 
turns, and the old grist mill is 
working again. 
Legend and 
lore, 
a 
ghost 
town 
and 
a 
haunting bring the past into the 
p resen t, an d m ake B eav er 
Creek State Park a 
unique 
place to explore. 
Amid reminders of pioneer 
life and the beauty of the Little 
Beaver Creek, 
visitors 
and 
vacationer's can discover the 
p ark 's fine rec re atio n and 
leisure facilities for picnicking, 
hiking, 
cam p in g , 
fishing, 
canoeing and horseback riding 
The 3.038-acre park is located 
off State Route 7 in southern 
Columbiana County. 
PART OF THE past that can 
be enjoyed by present-day park 
visitors is Gaston’s Mill near 
the park office. Built in 1837, 
this old grist mill has been 
completely restored and is open 
to 
the 
public. 
Visitors 
can 
watch corn being ground by 
stone buhrs. 
The mill is powered by a 
w ater wheel, and operated by 
volunteers from 
the Colum­ 
biana County F o re s ts an d 
Parks Council. The volunteers 
also serve as guides and ex­ 
plain the mill’s history and 
operations 
A log cabin and a log school 
house, constructed in 1971 on 
sites near Gaston's Mill, are 
also open to park visitors. The 
T h o m as 
M alone 
covered 
bridge, originally located near 
Lisbon, 
w as 
resto re d 
and 
relocated in the park. 
The cabin and the school 
house are furnished in pioneer 
style through donations from 
community residents. Among 
the interesting antiques is a 28- 
star flag which w as the national 
banner from Dec. 29. 1845 to 
July 4, 1846 
BEAVER CREEK has been 
designated a “ state w ild river'’ 
to preserve the natural area of 
the 17 ** miles of the creek 
throughout the park. 
Two of Beaver Creek’s four 
picnic areas are within easv 
walking distance of the mill 


The picnic tables are scattered 
in the pine groves and along the 
creek’s east bank 
The 
picnic areas are the 
starting points for many of the 
parks 14 
miles of hiking 
trails. These nature trails . . . 
Dogwood. Pine Ridge. G rav ’s 
Lock, V ondergreen s Lock, 
G re tc h e n 's 
Lock, 
and 
the 
Sprucevale Bridge . . 
provide 
an 
excellent 
opportunity 
to 
observe the plant and animal 
life, and to explore the park's 
historic sites. 
Beaver Creek’s interpretive 
n a tu ra list 
p ro g ra m s 
offer 
nature study and recreation 
activities for the entire family. 
( lasses are conducted for the

The 
park also has 90 horsemen’s 
camping sites, and 150 group 
sites.

follows the course of the Sandy 
and Beaver ( anal to the most 
complete stone lock in the park 
1’he Sandy and Beaver (’anal 
w as 
a 
p riv ately 
financed 
transportation venture of the 
mid 1800s which was intended 
to link the Ohio River with the 
Ohio Canal to improve com­ 
merce However, the 73 L-mile 
canal project was abandoned 
because of the growth of the 
railroads. 
Another of the 
interesting 
canal locks in the park is Lusk's 
Lock, built in 1836. The facing 
stones of the 
lock 
are a r ­ 
tistically paneled, and stair­ 
ways curve down along the 
lower end to the creek 
F ollow ing the S p ru c ev a le 
trail, hikers will find the site of 
a long abandoned ghost town.

Our Historians 
Are Dedicated 


As the Salem Historical 
Society approaches 
its 28th 
birthday, 
members 
are 
engaged in the major project of 
greatly expanding its museum 
facilities by purchasing the 
Peter Schell property. 
A fund drive is currently 
being conducted to raise $32,000 
to buy the house, which is next 
to the present Museum at 208 S. 
Broadway, acquired in 1971 
through the generosity of 
Society charter member W 
Ray Pearce. Dr. C. J. Lehwald 
is chairman of the fund com­ 
mittee, serving with Dr. Harold 
Winn and Mrs. Letha Astry. 
. The new building will be used 
to fulfill even more completely 
the Society’s original prime 
objective of the founding of a 
permanent 
home 
for 
the 
memorabilia and souvenirs of 
Salem’s past. 
THAT CENTRAL 
purpose 
was determined at the initial 
meeting of the Society, on July 
29, 1947, in the Memorial 
Building. That gathering was 
the result of the chance meeting 
of two old friends, Roy W 
Harris and Frank Yengling, 
who discovered that both had 
the same feeling that Salem 
needed a 
historical society.

High on the list of priorities

The proposed chapter home 
will he a memorial to the late 
Myrtle William s, a former 
resident of Lisbon who was 
dedicated to the Red Cross, and 
who last year left a sizeable 
portion of her estate to the 
Chapter for this purpose.” 
Originally 50 members, led 
by Chairman W 
H. Mullins, 
gathered in a room on E. State 
St. donated by Charles Brooks 
to form the Salem Chapter, 
whose other charter officers 
included Mrs. L P Metzgar, 
vice chairman; Miss Elizabeth 
Carey, secretary, and B 
L. 
Flick, treasurer 
IT WAS 38 years later, on 
April 6. 1959, that the Salem 
chapter merged with 
the 
Columbiana County Chapter to 
form 
the 
present 
North 
Columbiana County Chapter, 
which has 35 Board members. 
In 1975, the officers include 
Murphy; Mrs. James Giffin, 
former executive director, now 
vice chairman; Dr. William 
Kolozsi. second vice chairman;

The work of the Red Cross in 
Salem began when in August of 
1917, 
Mrs. 
Stanton 
Heck 
directed surgical dressing in a 
house on S. Lincoln Ave., with 
leaders trained by the national 
organization in Washington. 
Boston, and Cleveland. Two 
Red Cross nurses were on the 
staff 
From that inception, work 
continued with the preparation 


by volunteers of more than 
814.(XX) surgical dressings for 
use in World War I. and the 
combatting of an epidemic of 
typhoid and entric fever in 
October of 1920. 
WORLD WAR II brought the 
organization of a motor corps, 
staff-aides 
and 
volunteer 
nurse's aides to Salem, and in 
1950 the Salem Home Nursing 
Service was 
instituted 
to 
succeed the Red Cross Home 
Nursing Service begun in 1917. 
Founded by Henry Dunant in 
the 1800’s, the American Red 
Cross 
receives 
its 
basic 
authority from a congressional 
charter which charges it with 
specific responsibilities, in­ 
cluding providing services and 
assistance to members of the 
armed forces, conducting a 
disaster preparedness and 
relief program, and providing 
other 
governments 
with 
requested 
assistance 
in 
carrying out the terms of the 
Geneva Convention. 
Toward the fulfillment of 
these goals, the Red Cross 
serves members of the armed 
forces and their families by 
becoming a bridge between the 
men on duty and their families. 
As the first Red Crass society to 
engage extensively in disaster 
relief work, the American Red 
Cross has become the nation’s 
official disaster relief agency. 
And the first aid and water 
safety program serves to offset 
the toll of accidents in the 
home, in industry, on the high­ 
way, and from drownings 
THE MOST RECEN T 
ac 
tivity undertaken by the Red 
Cross to meet a great national 
need was the blood program, 
begun during World War II 
when blood was collected for 
the armed 
forces, and re­ 
established in 1947 to collect for 
both defense and civilian 
purposes 
It 
was 
the first 
national 
volunteer 
blood 
program in the world, and is 


owned 
and 
operated 
Camp 
Tayanita in Wayne Township. 
Service to others is an im­ 
portant phase of programming 
in all areas of the council
